The Japanese language is based on syllables rather than individual letters. Each 
syllable is pronounced with roughly equal stress. 








HOW TO USE THE AUDIO APP 7 


How to use the audio app 


All the numbered exercises in each 
lesson, apart from the Warm ups at the 
beginning and the Say it exercises at 
the end, have recorded audio, available 
via a free app. The app also includes a 
function to record yourself and listen 
to yourself alongside native speakers. 
To start using the audio with the 
book, first download the DK 15-Minute 
Language Course app on your smart- 
phone or tablet from the App Store or 
Google Play. Open the app and scan the 
QR code on the back of this book to add 
it to your Library. As soon as the QR code 
is recognized, the audio will download. 
There are two ways in which you can 
use the audio. The first is to read through 


your 15-minute lessons using the book 
only, and then go back and work with 
the audio and the book together, 
repeating the text in the gaps provided 
and then recording yourself. Or you can 
combine the book and the audio right 
from the beginning, pausing the app to 
read the instructions on the page as you 
need to. Try to say the words aloud, and 
practice enunciating properly. Detailed 
instructions on how to use the app are 
available from the menu bar in the app. 
Remember that repetition is vital 
to language learning. The more 
often you listen to a conversation 
or repeat an oral exercise, the more 
the language will sink in.

Conversational tip The Japanese usually introduce 
themselves using either just the family name—Okada—or 
the family name followed by the first name—Maeda 
Mikiro. But they are used to hearing Western names the 
other way: Robert Barker. It’s not common to ask 
someone their name directly, so listen carefully to the 
introductions. When talking to/about others, you should 
add the honorific san, but don’t use san when talking 
about yourself. Levels of formality are built into the 
Japanese language, and it takes time to acquire a feel for 
this. This program will introduce you to polite, but not 
overformal, Japanese.

Iku (to go) and noru (to take) are essential verbs

do have different endings for the tense (present/past) 
or mood (requesting/wanting, etc.). Note also that 
the verb usually comes at the end of a sentence. 


Iku/noru: to go and to take (6 minutes) 


The basic verb (iku/noru) can be used by itself, but often an ending is added. The 
present tense of Japanese verbs generally ends in -masu: ikimasu (go, am/are/is 
going) and the negative in -masen: ikemasen (don't go, am not/aren't/isn’t going). 


The “wanting” mood ends in -tai: noritai (want to take).

There are two signs (" and °) that are used to add additional sounds to the 
characters in the syllabaries. For example, the character E hi can become 
E pi, T te can become TC de, and |& ho can become Iz po. 


In addition, a long dash (—) is used to lengthen katakana syllables. For example, 
the katakana character 7 te is lengthened to 7 — teh by adding this dash, used in 
a word such as 7 —7JV tehburu (table); and the character E pi is lengthened to 
“— pih, used in a word such as JE— kopih (photocopy). 
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
